PRESERVING EGGS IN BRINE 


Good After Eight Months if Simple 


I 
Measures Are Taken—Lime Good 


as Water Glass. 


Eggs laid during April and May are 


of better quality for preserving than 
are those laid later in the summer. 
One pound of air slaked lime added 
to cooled, boiled water i.s equally as 
good a preservative for eggs as water 
glas.«. 


Only clean, fresh eggs with sound 


shells should be "put down." Use an 
earthen jar. 
Stir the lime thoroughly 


into the water and drop the eggs in as 
gathered. 
Some lime settles to the 


bottom of the jar but does no harm. 
T\\o or three inches of the solution 
should cover the eggs to allow for 
evaporation. Keep in a cool place, 
preferably in a cellar. 


Eggs preserved by this method may 


be safely kept for eight months. When 
ready for use, remove only the eggs 
that are necessary.
